Gsneral Douglas MacArthur announced in Australia today that he had 
been instructed by President Roosevelt to prepare a great American 
counter-offensive against Japan for the primary purpose of relieving 
the Philippines. 
General MacArthur, whose escape in a speedboat through the Jap- 


anese blockade of Bataan peninsula provided one of the most thrilling 
exploits of the war, gave no intimation when the Allied offensive would 
be launched.
